FRENCH ACADEMY 


FINDS NEW VACCINE ‘in's0 oss 


FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


Paris, January 27.—(United News.) 
The French Academy of Medicine is 
publishing a report to be broadcast 


to doctors over the world announcing 


a vaccine which has been proven by 
tests to eliminate entirely the danger 


of death by tuberculosis among chil- 
dren even those born of tubercular 
parents and living in the worst slums. 

This vaccine named the “hacille 
Calmette-Guerin” after its discoverers. 
and referred to in medical circles as 
BCG has been used to innoculate AY.- 
772, of: whom 5.749 lived with tuber- 
cular families. 
ot the test the death rate among 
these children was 0.9 per cent, and 
during the second year of the tests 
0.2 per cent. In the third vear there 
was not a death from. tuberculosis 
among the innocniated children. 

Before the tests were made. tuber. 
culosis was the gravest danger facing 
newborn French children.
